Ex-Senator Wm. M. Gwin, who died 


Sumner cvunty, Tennessee, October 9, 
1806. He came to California in 1549. 
He was amember of the convention 
that framed the first constitution of 
this State, and was one of the first two 
representatives of California in the 


was General J. C. Fremont. They 
took their seats im the Senate 
on September 10, 1660, the day 
following California's admission into 
the Uniun as a State. During Senator 
Gwin's term in office he interested him- 
self greatly in California affairs, intro- 
ducing a bill for the establishment of a 
United States Mint at San Francisco, 
and through his influence $17,000,000 
was appropriated for improvements in 
this State during the firet two years of 
his term of office. He served as Sena- 
tor for two terms; until 1861. Shortly 
after this he went to France, where 
he became personally acquainted 
with Napoleon Through 
the latter's influence he was led to at- 
tach himself to the cause of the ill- 
fated Maximillian and followed that 
unfortunate prince to Mexico, where he 
remained until the end of Maximillian’s 
career. It was during his stay in Mex- 
ico that he acquired the sobriquet of 
‘Duke of Sonora” and “Duke Gwin.” 
By some it is believed that the bona 
fide title of Duke was conferred on him 
by his royal friend.
